From this 
amount of sil ver $27,544,475 have been 
coined and the remainder is stored in 
the shape of fine bars, in the various 
mints in reserve against the treasury 
notes outstanding. While itis true 
the amouut of money in circulation in 
this country at the present time is 
greater than at any previous period of 
our history, and more per capita than 
in any of the leading commercial na- 
tions of the world, with the. single 
exception of France, | am of the opin- 
jon that owing to our rapid growth iv 
population and wealth, and the extra- 
ordinary development in all kinds of 
business, a yearly increase in our cir- 
culating medium, somewhat propor- 
tionate to our growth in population, is 
imperatively demanded. ‘The issue of 
treasury notes under this act offered 
such an increase of perfectly conven- 
ient and sound currency, based dollar 
for dollar upon the cost value of silver 
bullion, redeemable on demand in 
gold coin, and with a pledge of the 
govermme:t to maintain it at par.’’

the church in the State of New Jersey 


has been contributed by our friend 
Rev. R. W. Jenvey, formerly of Vir- 
ginia City and Reno. He was called 
to St. Panl’s, Hoboken, eight years 
avo and found the Parish on the 
verge of dissolution. With his accus- 
tomed energy he set himself to work 
aod the results have bee: magnificent. 
A large increase in wenbership has 
followed hislabors. Tie congregation 
has grown, the charch las been beau- 
tified and completed on an extensive 
plan, a fine rectory built und a debt of 
over $30,000 extinguished, leaying 
nearly $100,000 worth of property 
owed by the Parish. The church isa 
substantial stone building in the heart 
of the city, with a lecture room, par- 
lurs, éte., on the greund floor and the 
main church above it. To-day the 
charch was consecrated with a very 


solemn and beautiful service. Four 
Bishops and seventy-five clergymen, 
all in their robes, filled the chancel, 
and the service was divided upamong 
the most talented of the visitors, and 
certainly it was a revelation tu those 
who had only seen the ordinary ser- 


| vice as rendered by the ordinary mipn- 


ister. The music was superbe Bishop 
‘Starkey read the consecration service. 
Dean Holley opened morning prayer. 
The Rev. Dr. Bozgs, secretary of the 


| diocesan convention, read the leseons 


fhe Rev. Mr. Bennett, the creed and 
prayers. Bishop Whitaker preached 
the sermon with his classic and forci- 
ble English, taking for his text ‘‘The 
Lord is in His holy temple. Let all 
the earth keep silence b-fore Him.”’ 
He described the temple as consisting, 


| first: of'universal space, in every part 


of which God is equally present in all 
his power, wisdom and goodness ; sec- 
one: of the hearts of man, especially 
those of his church; and thirdly: of 
the edifices erected and consecrated to 
his praise and worship. The Bishop 
referred to the history of St. Paal’s, 


which is the oldest in that city and 


had many historic names upon its 
rolls. He spoke in feeling words of 


the time when Mr. Jenvey was called 


to lead what was thought to be a for- 
lorn hope in the effort to rebuild the 
He said be knew that if any 
one was capable of leading a forlorn 
hope it was Mr. Jenvey, for be had 
seen him tried in difficult situations in 
the far West, which tested his endur- 
ance, his faith and bis capacity The 
work which be had done was of a 
very difficult and peculiar kind. The 
Bishop said Mr. Jenvey’s success was 
not his alone, bat was in good meas- 
are ane to the high character and ef- 
ficiency of his help meet, who had 
proven to he God's highest and best 
gift. In closing he directed his re- 
marks to the congregation, commend- 
ing their unswerving lovalty and de- 
votion, thier liberality and piety. 

At the meeting of the Archdeaconry, 
at which Mr. Jenvey presided, Bishop 
Leonard spoke of the needs of the 
West and gave some interesting refer- 
ences to his work in Utah and Nevada.

Why the Fish Commissioner Does Not 


Give Away Their Eggs —Some In- 
teresting Things Learned by 
Scientists

request is invariably refused, not be- 
cause there is any intention to be diso

lt may fairly be said that the eel, as 
to its breeding, is the most mysterious 
animal in existence. The New York 
Sun says its method of propagation has 
puzzled science for centuries, and has 
been a subject of more or less supersti- 
tious speculation among many people 
for thousands of years. The ancient 
Egyptians had their own theories re- 
specting the matter. Some authorities 
have contended that eels grow up from 
horse hair, which in some strange man- 
ner became vitalized. Others have held 
that they were generated sponta- 
neous'y from slime, while others still 
have , cavely advanced the belief that 
they came from the skins of old 
eels, or similar exuview of water snakes. 
Thateels mate with water snakes is 
very generally accepted astruth. Most 
popular among people who get their liv- 
ing from the water, however, is the 
theory that eels are the progeny of va- 
rious other fishes. The Sardinian fish- 
ermen assert that they are produced by 
a certain kind of water beetle, which 
for this reason is called ‘‘mother of 
eels.” The Greek poets, who fathered 
all children otherwise unaccounted for 
upon Jupiter, declared that this god was 
the progenitor of the eel. 

All this mystery about the eel, as 
science. has learned in the last few 
years, is due to the fact that it lays its 
eggs or brings forth its young alive in 
the sea, where no one has a chance to 
observe the process. Other fishes, like 
the shad, leave the ocean to spawn in 
fresh water streams, but this curious 
and slippery customer does precisely the 
reverse. The young eels, newly born 
or hatched, leave the salt water and 
make their way in armies up the rivers 
inland. Obstacles apparently insur- 
mountable they use the utmost ingenu- 
ity in passing, even traveling consider- 
able distances on dry land in order to 
get around an obstruction. In the 
spring and summer any visitor at Niag- 
ara Falls who descends beneath the great 
sheet of water at the foot of the falls 
will see literally hundreds of cartloads 
of small eels wriggling over the rock 
and squirming in the whirlpools. Of 
course it 1s impossible for them two get 
over the falls, and thus it happens that 

ugh eels have always been plenti- 

in Lake Ontario there were none in 

i...-¢ Erie uniil they were planted in 
the latter body of water artificially. 

Inasmuch as eels must goto the sea 
in order to propagate their species 
they are found not to multiply at all 
when placed in ponds that are land- 
locked, although in such places they 
will grow rapidly and be healthy. It 
costs so little to purchase young ones 
by the quanti.y that this is no obstacle 
to the usefulness of stocking inland 
waters with these fish. They have 
nny very important advantages from 
the ceonomie point of view, inasmuch 
as they will feed on anything dead or 
live, will thrive in water clear or mud- 
iy cad at any temperature, and will re- 
juire no looking out for. However, in 
rivers like the Susquehanna, where 
vill-nets are used, eels are very unde- 
sirable. It is not unusual, upon hauling 
the nets in that stream and others 
farther south, to find that the catch has 
been entirely eaten up by myriads of 
the squirming robbers, which have left 
little beside heads and backbones. It 
has been found advantageous by the

THE ICE FLY OF BENMORE. 


A Singalar Phenomenon Recently Wh 
nessed in England. 


In a recent article in the Pall Mall | 


Gazette a writer hints that the flies, 
which are mentioned by old writers as 
having been plentiful on Benmore dur- 
ing the most rigorous partof the win- 
ter preceding the advent of the plague 
in London, have again appeared in the 
snow-bound heights of the old moun- 
tain. He says: “In company with a 
friend, I made the ascent of Benmore 
from Crianlarich. We found the cone 
well filled with snow, which got deeper 
and firmer as we ascended, and when 
we reached within, say, five or six hun- 
dred feet of the top, we came upon @
